The annual statement of the production of pig iron 
in 1906 shows that the total output throughout the 
world was 58,742,000 tons, an increase of over 4,744,- 
000 tons On 1905. 








THE estimated coke production at Connellsville, in- 
cluding the lower district, for the thirty-five weeks of 
the year, 14,353,552 net tons, is 8 per cent in excess 
of the 1906 output of 13,212,811 net tons. The aver- 
age weekly output, 410,101 net tons, while lower than 
the corresponding figures for the first twenty-six 
weeks of the year, 413,093 net tons, shows, however, 
an increase of over 1,000 tons in the weekly output as 
compared with the July figures. 








A PECULIAR result of the enforcement of several 
state laws that have reduced the per mile rate for rail- 
way passenger travel has developed at a time when 
nearly all the railways were preparing to give vigorous 
legal battle in effort to destroy the laws regulating 
passenger traffic. It appears that the first regular 
periodical reports of ticket sales on all the interested 
lines show enormous increases in ticket sales. In some 
instances as great as 350 per cent, hence the corpora- 
tions are making big money out of an assumed hard- 
ship and their legal departments are “backing water” 
vigorously, 








A wordy war has for a time been in progress at At- 
lanta, Ga., between the Atlanta Constitution on the one 
hand and the president of the Atlanta 
As Stove Works, other Atlanta newspapers 
re and other Georgia stove manufacturers 
on the other, touching the matter of 
freight rates on stoves in Georgia directly and outside 
affairs of the stove manufacturing industry of the 
United States in general, at least by implication and 
innuendo if not more directly. 
[t should be understood that the state of Georgia bv 
legislative enactment has provided for state control of 
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railway freight tariffs within the state and to this end a 
commission has been empowered to fix and regulate 
railway freight rates over the lines or parts of lines op- 
erating in Georgia. It came about later that the presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Stove Works became prominent in 
a movement which challenged the rate the commission 
had established on stoves and sought a reduction of 
rates, which after a long cofitroversy and much legal 
consideration was brought about by final court deci- 
sions. 

Whatever the merits of the plea for a reduction of 
rates may have been is of little importance outside of 
the limited territory in which its influence is felt and 
besides it is finished and the reduced rate is wholly in 
accordance with the law. 

But following the recent adjustment of the matter 
the case is now being thrashed over by the Atlanta 
newspapers and the Georgia stove manufacturers and 
by progressive enlargements of the scope of the con- 
troversy the methods and purposes of the National 
Association of Stove Manufacturers have been brought 
into question and violently assailed, if not by direct 
assertion, at least broadly by insinuation and sarcastic 
innuendo. In substance it has been charged that the 
association is a trust and that trust methods were em- 
ployed through it to bring about the reduction in 
freight rates and the increases in prices of stoves in 
southern territory, which have from time to time 
been made. 

Evidently the scope of the National Association of 
Stove Manufacturers has been seriously misunder- 
stood. Whatever may have been the motive of the 
attack upon it, the fact remains that any charge that 
it is a trust or that it partakes of the nature of a trust 
in any manner is ridiculously and unqualifiedly mis- 
leading and untrue. The association is a wholly vol- 
untary one; its scope and aim are rigidly confined to 
the industrial improvement of the industry which it 
represents through mutual intercourse and the open 
discussion of methods and processes of manufacture 
and distribution of the product in which all its mem- 
bers are commonly interested. Its fundamental edicts 
wholly and forever forbid the introduction even for 
discussion of the questions of prices, terms, regula- 
tion of output, regulation of any kind of charges or 
any other matters of like or equivalent import. In- 
deed, the organization has nothing whatever to do 
with money or money affairs other than for the annual 
collection of the meagre membership subscriptions that 
go to pay the costs of its annual meetings and sustain 
a secretary who looks after its records and corre- 
spondence. Neither does it consider labor matters at 
all in the direction of employment, regulation or wage 

allowance. It will be readily understood therefore that 
these rigid eliminations confine the scope of the asso- 
ciation’s work to so very narrow limitations as to re- 
duce its purposes to social intercourse, mutual under- 
standings and the improvement of manufacturing and 
marketing methods through a mutual exchange of ex- 
periences. This then is the simple story of the ins and 
outs of the National Association of Stove Manufac- 
truers. It has been in existence about thirty years. 
During that period stoves have steadily improved in 
design, construction and general quality and the cost 
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of making them has been steadily reduced, although 
no rule of procedure has ever been adopted or even 
formulated. The good that has been accomplished in 
the excellent results in which nearly the whole world 
has shared have been made possible solely by example, 
and in this the aims and purposes of the association 
have been achieved.

Every package of it is reliably labeled 
and numbered, so that its identity is established be- 
yond question and its exact duplication is merely a 
matter of a corresponding label and number, so the 
sale is commonly merely a matter of handing out the 


package and making the change, and the trade among © 


practical painters carries with it a valuable trade in 
brushes, scrapers, paint removers, torches, ladders and 
numerous other accessories. Families buy much paint 
for home uses that do not require the services of 
skilled artisans, and so the uses of paint is very largely 
increased.

ARE GAS HEATERS DANGEROUS. 


Although this topic has been to a considerab'e ex- 
ten discussed in the preceding issues of THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN in connection with which quite a 
large amount of correspondence was reproduced, we 
find that the trade’s interest in the subject has not 
entirely abated. Evidence of this is to be found in 
the continued receipt of communications. Among the 
letters recently received touching the matter are the 
following: 


S. S. Stratton of American Meter Co., Chicago. 
writes: 

On my return to Chicago, from a brief absence in the 
west, I was shown your letter relative to “Flueless Heaters,” 
and asked to contribute any information that might be of in 
terest, as I had been engaged in the gas stove and range busi- 
ness during the past thirty years, and had some experience 
in introducing them as a pioneer, and doing a large amount of 
missionary work in that line when the price of gas was high, 
and gas stoves and ranges were deemed luxuries. 

The subject is not a new one to gas companies, who 
deem it imperative to have all gas ranges, stoves and heaters 
with flue connections. Only plumbers and dealers would sell 
the flueless kind. In small bed and bathrooms, which are 
poorly ventilated, all kinds of gas heaters should have flue 
connections. Should a heater have a Bunsen type of burner 
and be without flue connections, the products of combustion 
escaping into the room would soon cause asphyxiation to any 
living thing, in fact, make the room a veritable “death-trap.” 

Gas ranges for the kitchen, when sold by gas companies, 
all have flue connections, as they have the Bunsen type bur- 
ner, which burns air and gas together with a blue flame 
Manufacturers of gas stoves and ranges provide for and ad- 
vise flue connections as being absolutely necessary. 

In small kitchens where ranges are used continuously it 
would be advisable to have the transom over the door open 
to allow the vitiated air to escape. 

The above facts are well known to all gas companies, and 
they furnish with all ranges, gas stoves and heaters a printed 
card of instructions covering these points. 

This is about all the information I can give you on the 
subject of “Flueless Heaters.”

A SPORTING GOODS WINDOW DISPLAY. 





THE AMERICAN ARTISAN’S prize contest hardware 
window display shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tion is by Cedar 308. It is built up to represent a 
hunting scene on the Platte river and naturally is de- 
voted to sporting goods. Twenty by twenty-eight 
bright tinplate is utilized to provide the water effect. 
Clean sand is used to build up the water margin or 
bank. Tall natural grass is utilized with good effect. 
It is stuck down into the sand which supports. it in 
position and it is also used for the hunter’s “blind.” 
The dummy hunter is in the blind. About a half 
dozen decoy ducks are set out upon the tin water. 
The flying mallard ducks, about fifteen in number,

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TILING AND ITS USES. 





BY CHARLES JAMES FOX, PH. D. 


As many dealers in hardware handle tiling as a side line, 
it is well for them to have at least a general idea of the 
practical uses of tiling in the private residence and of its 
several advantages which make its use in many parts of the 
house advisable. Owing to its extreme durability and to its 
decorative possibilities, tiling is used extensively for the 
floor and wainscoting of public buildings of all kinds. As a 
rule, however, these larger jobs are looked after by regular 
tile contractors, who do practically nothing else than set tile 
or ceramic mosaic, which is nothing more than tiling, in 
which the individual pieces called tessere are rather minute. 

The use of tiling in the house, however, is of direct in- 
terest to most hardware dealers, as they are often visited by 
home owners who wish to examine the samples of tiling be- 
fore they decide whether or not to place it in their bath 
rooms or other parts of the house. If the tile salesman in 
the hardware store is able to make an intelligent presenta- 
tion of the real value of tiling and especially of its economy, 
the possible customer is seldom lost. In this country tiling 
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and laundry. 
many. The floors and walls of the kitchen are constantly 


being splashed with water and food of all kinds, and if this 


animal or vegetable matter is absorbed by the floor or re- 
tained in the cracks between the boards, it soon decom- 
poses and forms in the warm, damp atmosphere of the 
kitchen an excellent breeding place for bacteria of aj| 
kinds. The only floor or wall from which these spat- 
terings can be removed by simple washing is the one made of 
clay tile, which is rigidly set in cement and is so completely 
non-absorbent that when it is used the entire kitchen can be 
quite safely washed out with a hose. The tiled floor is so 
easily kept clean that its use in the kitchen greatly lessens 
the amount of domestic drudgery, and its constant bright 
and cleanly appearance has a most excellent effect upon 
those who are employed in the kitchen by inducing them 
almost unconsciously to live up to the appearance of their 
surroundings. 

The extreme durability of the tiled floor, which when 
properly set will outlast the building in which it is placed, 
makes it especially appropriate in the vestibule. The same 
holds true of the tiled wall or wainscot. The floor of the 


vestibule is one of the most abused parts of the house, be-

was first used as a covering for floors and wainscot of the 
bath room. As it is a non-porous, washable and germ proof 
material, its sanitary value in the bath room was recog- 
nized so quickly that, although at first regarded as a luxury, 
tiling was soon looked upon as a hygienic necessity in the 
bath room to such an extent that the municipal authorities 
of many American cities soon made its use obligatory in 
tenement houses and other semi-public buildings. 

The hardware dealer will discover that many prospective 
purchasers contemplate tiling their bath room chiefly be- 
cause they wish it to look attractive or even decorative. 
Those who have this superficial view and place the decora- 
tive or artistic qualities of tiling before the sanitary are 
usually the people who purchase some cheap tin, paper, 
rubber or other imitation tile which usually merely hides 
and covers up the dust, dirt and moisture instead of abso- 
lutely preventing its retention as does the real clay tile. 

Those housekeepers and home builders who appreciate the 
hygienic advantages of the tiled floor and wall in the bath 
room which contribute so much to the health of the entire 
family have been quick to adopt this non-absorbent, wash- 
able floor and wall covering for the kitchen, butler’s pantry 





‘cause it is the first to receive the street dirt, which is car 


ried in on the shoes; and it is also used by many persons 
who never enter farther into the house. As it is the part of 
the home which is first scrutinized, it is quite essential that 
it should be kept always neat and attractive in appearance 
The most ,appropriate covering for the floors and wainscot- 
ing is the baked clay tile, because it is very easy to keep 
clean, because it virtually never wears out or looks shabby, 
and because it is made in such a variety of color and form 
that the tiled vestibule can be made as artistic as the arc!

A PAINT CATECHISM. 





COMPILED BY G. B. HECKEL, 


No 4. 

As the paint catechism unfolds itself in the succeed- 
ing sections as they are presented in THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN the merit of the work, as a whole as an edu- 
cator, is more and more clearly demonstrated and the 
high standing of the author more fully appreciated. 
In considering the catechism as a whole it should be 
remembered that much of the matter presented relates 
to topics that there are no other authorities for and 
that the entire matter running in convenient sequence 
has never been available heretofore. Several more 
sections of the catechism will follow. 


40. What are natural Earth Colors? 

Colored compounds found as deposits in the earth and 
utilized as pigments, either in their natural state after grind- 
ing and purification or after further treatment, such as 
oxidation by burning, calcination, etc. The principal varieties 
are the mineral browns (Prince’s mineral), ochres, umbers, 
siennas, natural iron oxides, mineral black and a few allied 
substances. Of these Prince’s mineral is a natural iron oxide 
in which the oxidation is completed by furnacing in a cur- 
rent of air; raw umber is a similar natural iron oxide con- 
taining manganese and burnt umber the same similarly treated. 
Raw sienna is an allied mineral and burnt sienna the same 
further oxidized by calcining. 

Allied to these are the so called oxides produced by 
grinding the natural iron oxides (haematites) from various 
localities. They range in color from a warm brown to a 
brilliant scarlet, dependent upon the composition of the origi- 
nal mineral and the degree of oxidation. 

Similar highly colored products are produced by driving 
off the sulphuric acid and water from sulphate of iron (green 
vitriol). Venetian red, an allied product, is produced by 
precipitating the iron oxide of green vitriol from solution 
with lime water and afterwards oxidizing in a furnace. The 
resultant product is a close combination of iron oxide with 
calcium sulphate. Venetian reds of similar character are also 
produced by grinding high grade iron oxide with inert bases, 
such as calcium sulphate. 

Ochres are hydrated iron oxides permeating a clay base. 
They are produced by age-long percolation of water through 
a body of iron ore into adjacent veins or beds of clay. They 
differ widely in color, tone and composition. 

41. What are Chemical Colors? 

Chemical colors are pigments produced by chemical ac- 
tion of one substance (usually in solution) upon another, 
resulting in the precipitation of a highly colored compound. 
Following are the principal chemical colors in common use: 
The various Prussian or cyanide blues (Chinese blue, Ant- 
werp blue, etc.), made by precipitation from the ferro-cyanide 
or ferri-cyanide of potassium by a soluble salt of iron (Prus- 
sian blue is destroyed by lead carbonate). The chrome or 
chromate yellows are made by precipitating a soluble lead 
salt by a soluble chromate, the resultant product being a lead 
chromate. The various shades (light, medium, deep orange, 
etc.) are produced by precipitating with the chromate some 
modifying substance like lead sulphate or barium sulphate. 
There is also a very pefmanent zinc chrome in which the lead 
base is replaced by zinc. 

Chrome or chromate greens are combinations of a spe- 
cially prepared Prussian blue with chrome yellow, usually 
precipitated together and modified in the darker neutral shades 
by the type of chromate used. These greens in their pure 
state are unsatisfactory as to permanence, hence it is practi- 
cally the universal custom to grind with them some inert pro- 
tective pigment—barium sulphate preferably—which diffuses 
and reduces the pigment without materially impairing its color 
or opacity. A high grade of commercially pure green, there- 
fore, usually contains about 75 per cent of barytes. These 
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greens should ‘never be used with a white base containing 
carbonate of lead, as the Prussian blue content will be bleached 

by it in the can. Oxide of zinc, oxy-sulphate of lead or , 
leaded zinc should be used as the white base. Chromium ox 
ide, the original “chrome green,” is now but little used on 
account of its prohibitive cost and its dull tone. Where great 
permanence is required, as on railroad signals and the port 
light boxes of vessels, it is still used to a limited extent. 

Ultramarine and cobalt blue, English or Chinese ver- 
milion, red lead and orange minerai may also, in a certain 
sense, be termed chemical colors, in that they are the products 
of chemical transformation. The two blues are produced by 
a special method of fusing together the components of lapis 
lazuli (the original ultramarine). Neither of these colors 
should be used with any other pigment or substance contair- 
ing lead. White lead, chrome yellows, chrome greens and 
even oils containing lead driers are therefore debarred. Oxy- 
sulphate of lead does not act so quickly as the crabonate in 
discoloring the blue, but will act surely if slowly. The pref- 
erable white bases for these colors are oxide of zinc or sub- 
limed lead, with or without the addition of inert pigments. 

There are two true cobalt blues, of which one is familiar 
as “smalts.” The other is a compound oxide of cobalt and 
alumina. It is more familiar as an artist’s color than as a 
pigment for house paints. The quicksilver vermilions are a 
sulphide of mercury, produced either by sublimation or by a 
precipitation process. Their color is apparently due to the 
form of the particles, and gradually changes, on exposure, to 
the natural brown or black normal sulphide of mercury. They 
have been largely replaced by the so called American ver- 
milions and, vermilionettes, the latter being really a form of 
lake and will be describe under that heading. ; 

American vermilion, sometimes designated as Chinese red, 
Persian scarlet and other names, was for many years in 
great demand owing to its permanency, but as it loses its 
brilliancy by the breaking of its crystals when milled, it is 
now largély replaced by the aniline scarlets which are classed 
among the fastest of the vermilionettes. In composition it is 
a basic chromate of lead, requiring special treatment to de- 
velop its color. 

Red lead and orange mineral, as well as litharge, are 
oxides of lead. The first named is produced by further oxida- 
tion of litharge at a low heat in an open furnace. Orange 
mineral is similarly produced by oxidation from the carbonate 
of lead instead of pig lead, and is therefore amorphous in 
structure and not crystalline. This makes it much easier to 
hold in suspension, while its color is lighter and more bril- 
liant. These oxides form a cement with linseed oil and tend 
to harden in the can. Freshly mixed, they form an excellent 
protective coating for metal surfaces, but in time they pro- 
duce “livery” paint. The addition of certain substances in 
small percentages delays this action. Fine grinding impairs 
their color. 

42. What are color lakes? 

A color or pigment lake is a pigment produced by th 
combination of a dye with a mineral base. 

The varieties are exceedingly numerous. The number of 
such pigments among artists’, lithographers’ and carriage 
colors is, however, much larger than among house painting 
materials, since many of the lakes are transparent or translu- 
cent. 

Some of the lakes are formed by simultaneous precip! 
tation of the mineral base from solution with the coloring 
matter. The preferred base in such cases is usually alumina 
or barium sulphate. 

The para reds, which have come into extensive use 
aceount of their beauty, durability and body, are more bri! 
liant and more permanent than quicksilver vermilion. Neit! 
class of reds can be used with a white lead base without “| 
stroying the color. 

43. What are the Carbon Blacks? 

The carbon blacks are practically pure carbon. , 1! 
comprise lamp black, a specially prepared soot from oil lam 
gas blacks (commonly known as “carbon blacks”) from natu! 
gas, and graphite, a natural product, now also produced a" 
ficially. 
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Bone black, ivory black (a fine bone black), drop black, 
vine black, ete. also come in this category. These, being pro- 
juced by carbonizing animal and vegetable substances, con- 
tain proportions of inert mineral salts and are accordingly 
modified in tone. 

44. What are the characteristics of the Carbon Blacks? 

With the exception of those named in the last paragraph, 
they are practically pure carbons. They are, therefore, ab- 
solutely inert. Lamp blacks and gas blacks are amorphous, 
the particles are extremely fine and their specific gravity low; 
consequently they require a surprising preponderance of liquid 
to fit them for use. Their covering capatity in proportion to 
weight is enormous and their durability is a striking example 
of the durability of inert pigments in general when used in 
painting. Their tinting power is great. They are seldom used 
alone as pure color, it being deemed technically advisable to 
grind with them such a proportion of colorless inert pigment 
as will measurably increase the thickness of the paint film 
without perceptibly impairing its opacity. 

Lamp black lettering on old signs has been frequently 
known to stand out in relief after the wood surrounding it 
has been deeply worn away by the elements. 

Graphite, among’ the carbon pigments, stands apart, its 
unctuous quality, familiar in stove polish and lead pencils, 
distinguishing it. It comes in two forms—flake and amor- 
phous. It is as durable as the other carbons and, like them, 
is frequently ground with silica or other. colorless, inert pig- 
ments. Its chief use is in protective paints for metal sur- 
faces. 

The remaining carbon blacks are used principally as tint- 
ing colors only. 

45. What are the Drying Oils? 

Linseed oil, poppy seed oil, nut oil, China wood oil and 
sunflower seed oil. The first named is very extensively used, 
the second two in artists’ colors and some special paints where 
extreme whiteness is essential, the fourth is coming into favor 
for certain lines of paint and varnish. The last named has 
been used in this country experimentally only. 

To these should be added certain semi-drying oils, such 
as corn oil and cotton seed oil. 


46. What are the characteristics of a drying oil? 

Drying oils have the peculiar property of absorbing oxy- 
gen and forming a tough elastic substance. They harden 
(with the exception of China wood oil, which seems to “set” 
simultaneously throughout, like cement) from the surface 
inward. Certain metallic oxides and salts when incorporated 
with these oils by heat or otherwise, by acting apparently as 
carriers of oxygen, hasten the drying process. On exposure 
the hardening progresses slowly until the material finally 
crumbles and disintegrates. The added metallic salts, etc., are 
known as “driers,” the oil in which such driers have been in- 
corporated as “drying oils” and, if incorporated by heat, as 
“boiled oils.” A strongly concentrated drying oil thinned 
with a volatile oil (turpentine, benzine, etc.) is also known as 
“drier,” and sometimes, especially if a gum or resin be added 
to it, as a “Japan drier.” 

47. Why are drying oils used in Paint Manufacture? 

First, to give to the paint the necessary fluidity; secondly, 
to insure the uniform distribution of pigment on the surface; 
thirdly, to form a firmly adherent and coherent film of the 
proper character; and lastly, to produce in the paint the de- 
sired lustre, 

48. Why is linseed oil usually preferred for this use? 

First, because it is the most abundantly obtainable of all 
the drying oils, and on this account its use is very generally 
understood ; secondly, because its cost is generally moderate in 
comparison with other drying oils; and thirdly, because in 
our present state of knowledge the results obtained with it 
are more uniform than with other oils, whether used by the 
expert paint or varnish maker, the painter or the novice.

WHAT A SHEET METAL WORKER SHOULD 
KNOW.

No. 14. 
Chimney Tops. 

An article of very general use throughout the coun- 
try, and yet one which seems to be quite difficult for 
many titaners to quickly draw. patterns for, is the.gal- 
vanized iron chimney top base.. Really this is a tran- 
sition piece, being an article having a square or rec- 
tangular base, and round top. 

The pattern for this article may be so quickly drawn 
that it is better to lay it off on the sheet to be used, 
and if made in two pieces, one only need be drawn, 
and the other cut by it. 

For the purpose of explaining the process we will 
take definite dimensions, say 13”x17” with 4” perpen- 
dicular base, and tapered to fit a 7” pipe, the height to 
be just what will cut from 30-inch iron. The seams to 
be in the middle of the narrow sides. 

At a distance of 17 inches from one end of the 
sheet scribe at right angles across it, a line, as A B, 
letting the line extend indefinitely to A on the floor 
or bench after reaching the edge of the iron. This 
line is the center line of the half pattern. Set off from 
center line at B 814” to E, and the same distance to 
F. Then with the square scribe up from F to D 4%”, 
and from E to C 4%”, and connect C and D, 

From the center line at K set off a little less than 4% 
the circumference of top each way to G and H, For 
7” pipe about 5 inches each way, making 10 inches for 
the. chord GH. For other sizes of top use about the 
same proportion—1io to 22, or 5 to 11—which would 
be about 85< for 6-inch pipe, and about 1134 for 8- 
inch, 

Next place the blade of square at G and 6% inches 
on the tongue at C, as shown in drawing, and scribe 
from G to I, and from I to C, then slide the square 
down 4% inches, keeping the blade to the line GI, 
and mark from J to E 6% inches, and connect E and 
C. Continue the line J G to A where it intersects 
with the center line. Mark the other side the same 
from H around to D, etc., and continue the line from 
H to A. 

With A as center and radius A G strike the arc G 
H. Then draw lines from D to H, and from D to K, 
also from C to Gand C to K. Lay off the allowance 
for lock along each edge as shown by dotted lines, and 
cut out. ‘ 

The top should be cut on the arc G K H so the 
bends can be the more easily made on the lines C K 
and D K. Notch in from F to D and from E to C, 
leaving an allowance to rivet. Mark the other half 
by this, being careful to prick the points K, C, and D. 
Fold the bottom edge. 4% inch over flat, and~ then 
straight out, to make a good stiff edge at bottom. 


Now fold the edge locks, one out and the other in, 
the same as for stove pipe, and then brake over stake, 
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or in the brake if you have one, on the lines G C, K C 
H D and K D, forming about square at C and D, and 























running out to round at top end G K H. Lock the 
two halves together and groove down the seams, after 
which bend on lines I C, C D, etc., to bring the-4-inch 
base strip to perpendicular, and rivet the corners.

It is a line of high class tubing and elbows, both 
in galvanized iron, and in bright tin for drainage and 
for lighting and for speaking tube purposes respec- 
tively. For lighting installation purposes it will be 
found a wonderful convenience and economy. For 
refrigerator connections that will carry away waste 
water and dispose of it outside the house and thus 
eliminate the ever overflowing water pan, it has come 
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cally eaten through from the under side. It is heavily 
corroded. Large holes have been eaten in it and the 
edges of the sample crumble at the touch. THe AmeEr- 
ICAN ARTISAN has submitted the case to expert roof- 
ers and tin plate manufacturers for solution. Follow- 
ing are some of the reports and suggestions: 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


In the Oct. 5 issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN AND 
HARDWARE Recorp I note an inquiry from W. L. 
Spear & Co., of Geneva, Nebraska, as to why a tin 
roof should give out in such a short time, and shall 
say that we have had very near the same experience. 

Two years ago we put on a 26 gauge galvanized 
iron, standing seam roof, on the pump house of the 
city water works, here, and now find that this roof 
has completely gone to pieces between the sheathing, 
it not having been laid right and we account for it 
in this way, that the gases and acids forming and com- 
ing out of boilers caused the trouble, as the iron is 
perfectly good on upper side, all the rust being under-

into favor most rapidly, There are other uses for it 
too numerous to mention, The galvanized tubing is 
put up in a most substantial manner and is heavily 
galvanized after formation. The bright tin tubes and 
elbows are designed for speaking tube connections. 
They are distinctly accurate and perfect in formation, 
are thoroughly well made and well joined and we are 
told are offered at most tempting prices. 

The capital stock of the Newton & Haggerty

A TIN ROOFING PROBLEM. 





In the October 5 issue of THe America ARTISAN 
there appeared a series of letters that had been ex- 
changed between W. L. Spear & Co. of Geneva, Neb., 
and this publication relating to a question propounded 
by Mr, Spear relative to a tin roofing experience that 
he had undergone, the conditions of which were as 
follows: 

Under his direction a tin roof was laid upon a build- 
ing which is a part of the State Girls’ Industrial 
School in that city. The building contained the boil- 
ers, engine room and laundry. The roof was put on 
during last February. The tin used was American A 
old style 20-pound coating and was bought from Hib- 
bard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. of Chicago. It was in 
good condition when received. Part of the roof was 
put on in standing seam and part in flat seam. The 
solder used was National Lead Company’s one-half 
and one-half solder was used as flux. The upper side 
only was painted after the roof was laid. The roof it 
replaced was a tin roof, which lasted for a number of 
years and then went to pieces rapidly, The Spear & 
Co. roof went to pieces and became worthless in six 
months. A sample broken out of the roof is practi- 





neath. In these boilers slack coal is being used all 
the time. 

We have had another instance of the same kind 
wherein the owners of a furnace we installed burn out 
a 24 gauge galvanized smoke pipe or a 24 gaugé black 
pipe every year by using the same fuel, and the gal- 
vanized gutter on the house is riddled with pin-holes 
in a course of two or three years on the side of house 
next to the furnace flue. Both parties burn slack coal. 
Am very much interested in this matter and if any 
one knows of a roofing material outside of slate that 
will stand we would be very glad to hear about it.

Mr. F. T. Thompson oz Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
writes: 


I do not think there was any fault with plate or work- 
manship. It appears to me that the trouble was caused by 
dampness from the under side, probably from the laundry 
A few words in explanation will show the experience on 
which I base this opinion. 

A few years ago I made a galvanized iron can for the 
dissolving of a solution used in a laundry and found that in 
a very short time, not more than a week, the solder was 
entirely eaten off from the seam in the bottom, although it 
was soldered very heavy with the best solder. 

In another case I put on a small roof over a steam box 
in a bakery where steam was used two or three hours each 
day for raising the bread. The roof over the steam box 
was ceiled under the roof joists and roof boarded with good 
matched lumber which was laid tight and dry. I put a tin 
roof over this with a good grade of tin painted on top side. 
It had to be replaced in about six months and I then cov- 
ered the roof with tar felt and put on Taylor’s Old Style tin, 
painted both sides. This lasted nearly a year and I then re- 
placed it with a tar and gravel roof, which I think is in good 
condition to-day. This roof was put on about six years ago. 

I think that investigation would show that in the case 

















































mentioned the tin was rusted out ,by condensation on the 
under side of steam from heating plant or steam from pot- 
ash or other material used in laundry and that paint or any- 
thing else used to protect the plates would only delay the 
destruction a short time and that metal is inferior to a paper 
roof for this particular condition.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: 

Pig iron conditions continue quiet, with little or no ap- 
preciable change, either as to inquiry, sales or price. All of 
these are maintaining an uninteresting level with onlv here 
and there special instances worthy of note. Considerable in- 
quiry has been developed for basic iron in the east and middle 
west and this grade appears scarce. 

A number of furnaces and large manufacturing plants 
are taking advantage of this quiet period to decrease output 
or shut down in order to effect needful repairs, and those 
furnaces which are running are doing so with decreased 
stocks on yards and are having strenuous times in getting 
equipment to move their daily make. This car shortage is 
manifest in all districts and is being very seriously felt at 
some points. 

Consumption of pig iron seems to be well maintained and 
consumers continue to urge prompt shipment on those con- 
‘ts which they have. Interest in pig iron for delivery be- 
d the first of the year, either on foundry or steel-making 


grades, is at a minimum and buying is very much in spots, 
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some portions of the country showing up fairly good tonage 
for the week and others falling behind. 

Up to the present time there has been no aggressive 
campaign on the paftt of furnaces for business after the first 
of January, nor is there likely to be for some time. For the 
most part they are well fixed and are busy taking care of ex- 
isting contracts. 

Coke continues strong, the demand excellent and prices 
firm. The output at all points is interfered with by car short- 
age and this is likely to increase. The coke business during 
the week has been generally satisfactory and there is quite 
a large tonnage of both furace and foundry grades under offer 
in the local territory. 


Matthew Addy & Co. will say in their weekly report: 

“*There is one thing that we know,’ writes a prominent 
ironmaster in the South, ‘and that is that we have not’ a ton 
of iron in stock. We are shipping everything hot as we make 
it. Our customers are hounding the life out of us for faster 
shipments, and in spite of the best we can do we are not 
able to satisfy them. We are behind on our orders and shall 
carry over quite a tonnage of this year’s business into 1908.’ 

“This succinct statement of the affairs of one southern 
iron company will practically answer for all. And in the 
North there is very much the same state of affairs.” Interest 
is not centered at all in 1907. No history has really been 
written, for the great buying movement in the early summer 
filled all order books for the rest of this year. As for 1908, 
it is still in the future and no man can safely predict what 
the course of the market will be then. But that there can 
be any material reduction in the general demand seems un- 
likely. 

“As we get into the fourth quarter there is more and 
more inquiry. Melters of iron are asking for prices for 
forward shipment. During the present week inquiry has 


distinctly increased. There is some little scattering buying, 
but nothing amounting to any large tonnage. The furnaces 


are not trying to anticipate things by attempting to force iron 
on an unready market. They are in the best possible con- 
dition to wait the natural development of the situation. 

“From the South there comes a complaint of a short- 
age of cars. There is a good deal of trouble in the coke 
fields on this account. 

“In talking over the situation with a great many con- 
sumers our representatives find that in some lines there is 
not the night and day activity of the early year, but every- 
where every one is busy and with fine prospects for future 


work.”

INCREASED OUTPUT OF MICA IN INDIA. 


Consul-General W. H. Michael, of Calcutta, sup- 
plies the following information on mining progress in 
British India: 

The production of mica in British India jias almost 
doubled within the last twelve months. In 1905-6 the 
amount produced was 25,548 hundredweight, while 
during 1906-7 the production was 50,438 hundred- 
weight. Much of the small sizes of mica that was for- 
merly dumped into the refuse is now in demand for 
small mica films and for by-products. . It is also to be 
noted that the deeper the mines the better the quality 
—that is, the surface stains on the mica disappear as 
the mining goes deeper. The commercial quality is 
improving each year. 

The increase in the amount of manganese ore pro- 
duced in India during 1906-7 over the previous year 
was from 204,194 to 436,442 tons, most of which was 
mined in Mysore State, and shipped from ports on 
the west coast of India, the principal point of ship- 
ment being in the Portuguese territory of Goa, which 
is connected with the interior by railway.

Provides the shortest accurate way known to lay out sheet metal elbows, making it unnecessary to draw diagrams 
of required deflections or describe and space arcs to obtain geometrically correct angles in pipes 

Fig. 1 in illustration shows one-eighth size of Protractor Pattern, consisting of a cardboard upon which is printed 
a base line perpendiculars, graduations, a 90° arc of a 12 in. circle, etc. 

The tangent to arc and perpendiculars through are divisions are numbered on base line 

In lower right hand corner on base line is pivoted a straight edge or blade. 

Perpendiculars upon which pipe diameters are marked would be tangent to circles of those diameters if de- 
scribed from pivot center in blade. ’ 

A 180° Sector is printed on back of protractor. 

Fig. 2 shows one-half pattern for a 30° angle in a 34 in. pipe. 

To lay out whole pattern :—Draw circumference line 11 inches, mark middle and quarters, divide each quarter 
into three equal spaces and draw cross lines as shown on half pattern. On perpendicular marked 34 in. pipe, in Fig 
1, take measurement with dividers from base line to edge of blade marked 30° and set off the distant on tangent to 
are from center marked 1 on base line. Blade would then be moved upward to cross point as shown by dotted 
lines above. As the measurements from base line to dotted line of blade on tangent to arc and perpendiculars 
through arc to divisions are the same as those on half pattern they are to be set off on the four quarters of circum- 
ference line which will show correct pattern for a four piece 90° elbow. Any indicated angle for usual diameter can 
be taken from this illustration, for example: To lay out a 224° angle for 7 in. pipe, draw circumference line 22 in., mark 
middle, quarters, etc. on perpendicular marked 34 in. pipe, in Fig. 1, take a measurement from base line to line 
marked 22$°, set off double this distance on tangent.to arc as shown by the upper line drawn from pivot center 
From base line to upper line the distances 1, 3 and 5 are to be set off on circumference line as correct pattern for 5 
piece 90° elbow.
